CHAP. XCVIII. 
A MEMORIAL. 


To the Honorable,-the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the United States, in Con- 
gress assembled. 


The Memorial of the General Assembly of the 
State of Mississippi, respectfully represents— 
That the county of Washington, in said state, and 
which is a part of the lands purchased from the 
Choctaw tribe of Indians, at the treaty of Doak’s 
stand, has been settled by an industrious and en- 
terprising population, which has experienced great 
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privations and difficulties in effecting such settle- 
ments, and that most of the people residing iu said 
county, have located themselves on the public 
land belonging to the United States. Your me- 
morialists further state, that when the surveys in 
that country were first attempted, the surveyors 
could find no lands but swamps, entirely over- 
flowed and unfit for cultivation; and in consequence 
thereof, they desisted from making the surveys; 
and the land was, for that reason, not at that time 
brought into the market; nor indeed has it yet been 
offered for sale, as they are informed, nor has any 
inhabitant in that part of the cotintry, as yet, been 
able to purchase land and secure a home for him- 
self and family, with the exception of a few at the 
lower end of Washington county, whose lands 
were surveyed in time. Your memorialists fur- 


ther state, that after the first attempt to survey . 


these lands was made, and had failed, many per- 
sons undertook, with great difficulty and many 
privations, to explore the country, and search out 
the lands that would be worth surveying, and 
would be fit for cultivation, and afterwards set- 
tled upon them as public lands, there being no op- 
portunity to purchase, as they had not been sur- 
veyed or brought into the market. This circum- 
stance pointed out the good lands to the survey- 
ors, and the new settlers afforded them every fa- 
cility in the prosecution of the publie surveying: 
many of those persons are meriturious citizens, 
and would have purchased the lands at their first 
settlement, if an opportunity had been offered 
them. They have now made lasting, and some 
of them, valuable improvements on those lands; 
and fear, that so soon as the lands are brought in- 
to the market, those improvements will be a temp- 
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tation to speeulators to deprive the settlers of the 
land on which they are made, unless some pro- 
visions should be made in their favour, by the wis- 
dom and equity of Congress. ‘They submit to the 
consideration of your honorable body, that a right 
of pre-emption has heretofore been granted in 
similar cases; and such would seem now to 
be the well considered and settled policy of the 
government towards this hardy and meritorious 
class of citizens. They therefore pray your hon- 
orable body to take their condition under your 
consideration, and that you passa law granting 
to such settlers a right of pre-emption to the lands 
in Washington county upon which they have set- 
tled before the public surveys were made, under 
the authority of the United States; and they, as 
gm duty bound, &c.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of* Re- 
presentatives of the United States in Congrese 
assembled. 


The memorial of the Senate and House of Re- 
preseutatives ofthe State of Mississippi, in Gene- 
ral Assembly convened, respectfully sheweth— 
That the territory of this state is very favorably 
situated for internal improvement—the Missis- 
sippi on the west, with her tributaries, the Big 
Black and the Yazoo—the Tombeckbe on the 
east, with the Pearl, the Pascagoula and other 
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intermediate streams, present facilities for inter- 
nal navigation, which, if improved, would greatly 
enhance the value of the lands, not only of our ci- 
tizens, but of the United States ; although the 
obstructions in our rivers may be removed at an 
expense trifling indeed, compared with the bene- 
fits to ensue, yet this state is compelled to ask 
the aid of the general government. ‘The sparse- 
ness of her population, and the limited resources 
of her treasury, produced by the possession of 
more than one half ef ker territory by Indian 
tribes, and the exemption of one-half of the re- 
mainder from taxation, would alone furnish saffi- 
cient reasons for this appeal. 

The United States have received more than 
two and one-half millions of dollars from our citi- 
zens for lands seld in this state, while they have 
expended but fifty-stx thousand doilars within our 
limits; twenty-eight thousand dollars of which 
was expended on the United States’ mail road 
within the Indian territery—the fact, that her sis- 
ter states have received grants of money and of 
land from Congress, for objects not more import- 
ant tu those states or to the United States, has en- 
couraged your memorialists to ‘ask the aid of the 
general government in the promotion of the sys- 
tem of internal improvement which this state has 
adopted; and in the advancement of which, her 
sister Louisiana is deeply interested in the roads 
and rivers common to the two states. 

Your memorialists would farther represent, that 
the great United States’ mail road from the east 
to New-Orleans enters our territory, fifteen miles 
east of Columbus, on the ‘Tombeckbe, and passes 
for a distance of three handred and fifty miles 
through this state to Louisiana; although this is 
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the most important road to this state and to the 
union, within gur limits, yet it is frequently im- 
passable with safety. Your memorialists would 
especially refer to that portion of this read in the 
Indian territory, as requiring extensive repairs to 
the Cole’s and Sandy Creeks, in Claiborne and 
Jefferson counties ; and to the Homochitto river 
and Swamp, over which the said road passes, 
and in which the great mail has been often de- 
layed and some times totally lost— W herefore: 

Your memorialists, respectfully request your 
honorable bodies to make to this state a donation 
of public lands within her limits, for the purpose 
of internal improvements ; and also, to appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the repair of the within 
mentioned road, and for the erection of bridges 
and causeways thereon, to be applied by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this state; or by any other means 
which your wisdom may direct.

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Tombeckbee river, on the sixteenth section of 
township eighteen, and range eighteen, west, the 
flourishing little town of Columbus; that this Le- 
sislature, by an act of the tenth of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, autho- 
rized the south-west quarter of said section to be 
laid out in town lots, to contain, not more than 
one acre, nor less than one-fourth of an acre, to be 
leased and paid for at annual lease, the money a- 
rising therefrom to be paid to the trustees of Frank- 
lin Academy, situated in said town, for the use of 
a-school in said township; that from the removal 
of many of the lessees, and other causes, many 
of the lots have become forfeited to the school, and 
that the remainder of the section is of little value 
to the school— 

This memorial would respectfully represent, 
that if the title to all the lots could be had in fee 
simple, and the forfeited lots and the remainder 
of the section be authorized to be sold, in fee-sim- 
ple, and the money arising therefrom vested in 
a permanent fund, the interest of which to support 
the school in said township, that the school would 
be a flourishing one, and that the town would 
much improve. This memorial would, therefore, 
pray your honorable body, on behalf of the claim- 
ants of lots in said town, and the citizens of said 
township, and the prosperity of said school, to 

ass a law, authorizing the president and trustees 
of Franklin Academy, in said town, with the con- 
sent of the citizens of the township, to sell the for- 
feited lots, and other land of the remainder of said 
section, in fee-simple, and to give to the owners of 
Jots in said town, a fee-simple title to the lots re- 
spectively, owned by them, on such terms as the 
said president and trustees shall deem equitable 
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and just, the proceeds of all which to be vested in 
a permanent fund, the interest thereof to be appro- 
priated to the use of a school in said section for- 
ever. 

This memorial also prays the national legisla- 
ture to grant to the trustees of said academy, such 
donation of land to be entered in this state, as will 
enable them to vest in said fund for the use of said 
school, the sum of 
dollars. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Mississippi, in Gene- 
ral Assembly convened, ‘That our Senators in 
Congress be instructed, and our Representative 
requested, to endeavor to have a law passed, em- 
bracing the objects of this memorial, and that his 
Excellency, the Governor of this state, be request- 
ed to transmit copies of this memorial to our Sen- 
ators and Representative in Congress.
